FINE CROP OF TOBACCO. 

By a dispatch from Versailles 
to the Courier-Journal, February 
16, we learn that: "Hon. W. L. 
Cannon, of near Midway, has just 
finished delivery to V. F. Zeigler, 
buyer for the American Tobacco 
Company, in this city, his crop of 
47,775 pounds of tobacco, which 
he sold at an average of 14 cents 
per pound. This crop was pro-, 
duced on twenty-one acres of 
land, which is an average yield of 
2,275 pounds per acre and an in-, 
come per acre, for a single season, 1 
of $818.30— three times the esti- 
mated value of the land."

REUNION KENTUCKY UNI- 
VERSITY. 



One of the most important 
movements in the history of Ken- 
tucky University was inaugurated 
Thursday night when it was de- 
cided to have a reunion of all old 
students, alumni and others, dur- 
ing commencement week In June. 

The matter was discussed and 
decided upon at a meeting held at 
the residence of President Burris 
A. Jenkins, at which there were 
present Prof. T. B. McCartney, 
Prof. A. R. Milligan, Prof. Henry 
Lloyd, J. W. Porter, Enoch Gre- 
han, President B. A. Jenkins, B. 
H. Calhoun, Prof. Milton Elliott 
and Judge Mat Walton. 

The former students of Ken- 
tucky University, the direct suc- 
cessor of the oldest educational 
institution west of the Allegheny 
Mountains, are scattered all over 
the world, and the re-union 
planned is upon a scale of such 
magnitude that nothing like it 
has ever been seen in the South. 

A committee will be appointed 
to communicate at once with 
prominent K. U. students in all 
parts of the country. State re- 
union committees will be organ- 
ized and each State organization 
will work towards the end of in- 
teresting all University students 
in that State to come to the re- 
union. Fully three thousand peo- 
ple are expected. 

BIG OUTDOOR DINNER. 

The feature of the reunion will 
be a dinner held on the lawn at 
Gratz Park. Four prominent 
men will make addresses, among 
whom will be Rev. E. L. Powell, 
of Louisville. 

Arrangements will also be made 
for the entertainment of visitors. 
Hundreds will be entertained as 
guests in the various homes of the 

ty, while others will be taken 
core of at the hotels. 

No definite arrangement has yet 
been made as to the details of this 
great undertaking, but it is the 
plan to have a compact and com- 
plete working organization. The 
presence here of threa thousand 
former students will be of untold 
value to Lexington and the day 
will be an important one in the 
history of Kentucky University, 
as well as that of the city itself, 
as the old students to be thus 
brought together are men of dis- 
tinction, occupying positions of 
trust, honor and influence in every 
aJk of life, professional and pri- 
vate. 

It is the desire of the organiza- 
tion to see the names of old stu- 
dents of the college in every State 
and country where they are known 
to be scattered, and those whoso 
memory serve them correctly 
enough to recall such names and 
addresses are requested to com- 
municate them.

Some years ago the Indies of the 
King's Daughters Circle undertook 
for their especial work the care of 
the sick poor of the community. 

The town wns districted, and vis- 
iting committees were appointed to 
go into the homes of the siok to 
And out what was needed and to 
supply the needs to the best of 
their ability. 

After two years of such work it 
was decided the best and most ef- 
fectual way of accomplishing this 
would bH to rent a small house 
and use it as a hospital. 

This was a venture as the Circle 
bad only three Hundred ($800) dol- 
lars in the treasury. 

A general canvass of the town 
was made and enough money raised 
to swell this amount to one thous- 
and ($1,01)0) dollars. 

A small house was rented at ten 
($10) dollars per month and fitted 
up with odd pieces of old furniture, 
except the iron beds, which were 
purchased from the fund. 

In July, on the sixteenth day, in 
the year 1896, the hospital was 
opened with a reception to the pub- 
lic. 

The work is being carried on in 
the same building still. At first a 
man and his wife were employed 
to take charge, they had no espe- 
cial qualifications for the work, but 
it was soon found necessary to em- 
ploy a regular graduate nurse at 
thirty ($30) dollars per month, an 
assistant, some young girl anxious 
to gain a little experience before 
I entering a regular training sehool. 
We were able to get such an one for 
eight ($8) dollars per month. A 
cook at ($10) per month and a house 
man at eight ($8) dollars per 
month. 

The hospital can only accommo- 
date seven patients. The one room 
down stairs is ten ($10) dollars per 
week, an upstairs room seven dol- 
lars per week if only one is in a 
room, if more than one, five ($5) 
dollars each. Pay patients, beside

lars per year and the city, three 
hundred ($800) dollars per year, pay- 
ing by the month. The revenue 
from pay patients is very small, 
the rest of the money is raised by 
the efforts .if the King's Daugh- 
ters, in Riving entertainments, etc. 

The Kit g's Daughters have never 
found it necessary to canvass the 
town or ask for contributions from 
the public but onue since the hos- 
pital opened. 

That was in the early part of 1900 
during the time of the political ex- 
citement, when it was impossible 
in Frankfort, to give an entertain- 
ment of any kind. 

Our bills have always been met 
promptly and the Circle has never 
been one cent in debt at any time. 

That you may better understand, 
note the following report for the 
past year:

bills; all other patients, and by far 
the greater number, are charity pa- 
tients. The charity patients are 
furnished with medical attention, 
all' necessary drugs, board and 
washing free of charge. 

The doctors of this city give their 
seivioes to thd hospital, each serv- 
ing one month In turn. As tl.ere 
are about eighteen doctors on the 
visiting list, this makes each serve 
one moinh out of every eighteon. 

Too much can not be said In 
praise of the Frankfort doctors. 
The interest they have taken, their 
willingness to respond at all times, 
to any demand mad" upon their 
time and patience by the King's 
Daughters in behalf of charity 
oases. 

No charity case is admitted ex- 
cept upon certiofiate from the phys- 
ician in charge at the hospital, slat- 
ing that the patient has no conta- 
gious disease and can be benefited 
by a stay at the hospital. If a case 
be pronounced incurable by the 
physician in charge, our rule is to 
Keep It more than six weeks,

It had been demonstrated to the- 
public that a hospital was a ne- 
cessity, and could be successfully 
maintained in Frankfort. Acting- 
upon the advice of the advlsary 
board, consisting of six business 
men, it was decided to build and 
equip a small but modern up-to- 
date hospital, with all the neces- 
sary appliances and conveniences. 

This building is already under 
headway and we hope to complete 
it in the early spring as soon as the 
weather will permit. 

The total cost of the lot, com- 
pleted building and the necessary 
equipment will be nine thousand 
dollars. Over five thousand has 
been raised in cash and one thou- 
sand dollars more is promised as 
soon as we raise the remaining 
twenty-five hundred; this we con- 
fidently hope to do by the ime the 
building is completed. This money 
with the exception of a few hun- 
dred raised by the Circle in giving 
entertainments, has all been raised 
by private subscription. 

The new building will accommo- 
date fourteen patients. Rooms for 
four pay patients and two charity 
wards of five beds each. A model 
operating room, preparation room, 
nur»es room, office, three bath 
rooms, dining room, kitchen, laun- 
dry, furnace room, store room, 
halls, etc. 

At many times since the hospiti! 
was opened, nine years ago, the 
prospect has Beemed very discour- 
aging, and we have been ready al- 
most to give up hope, but we have 
patiently persevered " in His 
name," and the outcome has heen 
far more successful than we have 
ever dared to hope. 

TARKINGTON'S NEW BOOK. 



All patients are admitted, at the 
discretion of the board of mana- 
gers, upon application from the 
physicians. 

The board of managers is com- 
posed of fourteen members of the 
Circle, elected annually by the Cir- 
cle. They have entire charge ot the 
hospital and all pertaining there- 
unto. 

One member of the board buys 
the meat, another the groceries, 
another the coal, another the gen- 
eral supplies, another has charge 
of house repairs, etc., another the 
linen. This relieves the nurse of 
the cares of housekeeping, and we 
have found our expenses are re- 
duced to a minimum when we at- 
tend to things ourselves. 
;-.The oounty gives us an appropri- 
ation of three huudred ($800) a 0 l- 



The city and < 
contributed thi 

dollars, and, each having had 
twenty one patients, their avorage 
expense for each patient was four- 
teen ($14.29) dollars and twenty- 
nine cents. 

The county patients averaged be- 
ing in the hospital twenty three 
days each, which made the county 
pay us at the rate of sixty-two 
cents per day for each patient. 

Each city patient averaged ten 
days in the hospital, which made 
the city pay at the rate of one 
($1.43) dollars and forty-three cents 
per day for each patient. 

When you realize that this in- 
cludes everything furnished the pa- 
tients, you will see how inadequate 
the appropriations are. 

There was one county patient 
whose individual drug bill for one 
month was twenty-five ($25) dol- 
lars. He was there three months. 
This does not include anything 
done for the patients who have in- 
curable contagious diseases such 
as cancer and consumption, in 
their homes; nor for the colored 
people. 

This is also a part of the Circle's 
work and coal, medicines, provi- 
sions, as well as in many cases, pri- 
vate nurses have been furnished. 

And now, just a word about the 
new hospital movement: In the fall 
of 1903 it was decided by the Circle 
that the worn had entirely out- 
grown the present limits. 

As grand as the results have been 
so far, working under so many dis- 
advantages, in a cramped building 
without an operating room or any 
of the modern appliances that are 
so necessary for the proper main- 
tenance of hospital work, a wide 
field lays before us. 



Booth Tarkington. it will be 
remembered, was a short time ago 
elected a member of the Indiana 
Legislature, and during the last 
year there have been appearing 
in the monthly magazines stories 
by him, written out of his polit- 
ical experiences, dealing chiefly 
with political characters and po- 
litical situations in a small Mid- 
dle West community. These po- 
litical stories have been collected, 
and will be pubished by McClure- 
Phillipt in book form, the latter 
part of January under the title of 
"In the Arena." The simple 
Hoosier people and the humorous 
and pathetic figures that rise out 
of the rural population into polit- 
ical prominence are sympathet- 
ically shown in Mr. Tarkington 'a 
stories.

History, says a writer, in its 
simpler form, "is but the stnry of 
those whose lives exerted w 
marked an influence upon their 
times that they should be recorded 
for the instruction of mankind."

The Mexicans and 
Indians do likewise, the children 
of these wild, uncivilized tribes 
being familiar with nature's 
phases, the .trees of the forest, 
birds' haunts and habits, tran- 
scending the laws of tribal de- 
scent, having courage of convic- 
tion and race pedigree, and yet we 
Southern women — whose history 
far surpasses in its pathos and its 
tragedy the Iliad of the immortal 
Greek — are resting secure and con- 
tent allowing our children to grow 
up in entire ignorance of Southern 
literature, States rights, and with- 
out any knowledge of the causes 
for the Civil war. 

If we oouid go into the slums 
and manufactoring districts of 
our great American cities we 
would be astonished and horrified 
at the swarms of human beings 
leveled to the plane of animals — 
a foreign element outside the pale 
of law — defying man, outraging 
God — without patriotism and 
without a country, but these have 
an influence which shall become 
a dominant factor in the cycle of 
another decade. Who, then, 
shall be "hewers of wood and 
drawers of water?" • 

Our children, or theirs? 

Ignorance and anarchism vs. 
patriotism and education is a stu- 
pendous question confronting the 
parents of this enlightened Com- 
monwealth.

French gentleman that when he 
sought to impress on a nephew a 
sense of his duty to his country, 
the young man turned upon him 
with the question: 

"Uncle, what is my country?" 

He replied: "It is the sky above 
you, the sun that gives you light, 
the winds that fan your cheek, 
the recurring seasons — all that 
combines to make a genial and 
salubrious clime; it is not alone 
that earth beneath your feet 
which is circumscribed by the 
boundary lines of the kingdom, 
with its hills and vales and 
streams, its forests and fields, but 
its toiling and directing and 
achieving millions, and their 
homes in the districts and the 
cities; the government that ad- 
ministers the laws and the army 
and navy that protect you ; it is 
your food and drink and raiment;
